Tne Question Before the Baltimore 
Convention, 

‘The Lotter of General Fromont announcing 
tho acceptance of his nomination ns the candl- 
date of the “radical democracy” of tho lato 
Cleveland Convention for the next Proaldoncy 
very olearly doflnes bis position, Tbe ainglo 
sentence of this letter, howover, which do- 
clares that wo have to-day in Abraham Lin- 
coln’s administration ‘tho abuses of a military 
ictatorship without Its unity of action and 
vigor of execution!’ will suffice to show the 
render that the preciso ground upon which 
Goneral Fromont atanda is implacable hostility 
to the continuance of this adralnistration in 
power. : 

But, In ordor that there aball be no doubt 
Upon the subject, Goneral Fremont saya:—"If 
the Convention at Baltimore will nominate any 
man whose past life jastitios n well grounded 
confidence in his Gdelity to our esrdinal prinol- 
ples, there is no reason why tbere should bo,any 
division among the really patriotic man of the 
country. My own docided praferonce is to nid 
In this way (in supporting the Baltimore noml- 
nee), and not to be mysolf a candidate. But if 
Mr. Lincoln ahould be renominated, as I be- 
lieve It would be fatal to tho couniry to on- 
dorae a poligy and renow a power which have 
coat ua the lives of thousands of men, and 
needlessly. put the country onthe road to 
bankruptcy, thore will romain no alternative 
but to organizo. against him overy clement of 
conscientious opposition, with tho view to pre- 
vont the misfortunes of his re-clection.”” 

Tn other words, General Fremont says to tho 
Baltimore Convention, which meots to-day:-— 
“Drop Abrabam Lincoln, and nominate a new 
man, and Tam with you; but if'you put up Mr, 
Lineoln for a second-term I will do my best, 
as an independent radical candidate, to dofeat 
his election.” ‘This proposition is entitled to 
the respectful attontion of the Convention, and 
cannot be safely disregarded a3 a bagatolle. 
Gonoral Fromont speaks not alone for himsolf, 
but as the organ of a very considerable party 
at bis back, including, we suspett, a majority 
of the republicnn yaters of Now York, and the 
balance of power at least in every otbor State 
from New Jorsey to California, This party, in 
the name of Fromont, or F’ramont, as the organ 
of this party, bas taken this position against 
Abrabam Lincoln, a3 a Peesident who “has 
been weighed in the balance and found want- 
ing.” Will the Baltimore Convention, thon, 
in the renomination of Old Abe, detormino 
tobazard the chances of his defeat and the 
success of the Chicago joint stock democratic 
candidate? That la the question to be settled. 

It will not moot the difficulty to say that 
General Fremont has allowed his personal dis- 
appointmonts, bls offended vanity or some 
family quarrel to lead him into this outside 
Presidential movement. Whether these in- 
sinuations be true or falan, the difficnlty to be 
considered ia that General Fremont is sup- 
ported by an oxtenslve organization of intelli- 
gent and earnoat men, who conscientiously be- 
Vieve that Abraham Lincoln is a deplorable 
failure, and that another term to him of four 
years in the Whito House will be the ruin of 
the conntry, Onancially oud politically, ob 
home and abroad, tho rain and destruction of 
our whole republican system, root and branob, 
‘Tho radicals, whose honest conyictions-havo 
thus been turned against Honest Old Abo, 
aro not to be appoased by any measure of re- 
areas abort of his rejection at Baltimore or by 
tho public, 

What the jugglors of the Convention will do 
in regard to this matter wo caonet undertake 
to conjecture. We shduld judge, bowaver, from 
the cautious but ominoaa observations of the 
New York Trilune upon. the subject, that Hor- 
ace Greeley and bY disgusted radicals hav 
bad enough of Old Abo, and that they bave 
an iron in the fre which will play the mischief 
with all the qaloulations of Mr. Soward and bia 
good man Friday, Thurlow Weed. At all 
events, we have thie sesuranco: that the bold, 
emphatic, consistent and strong position a: 
sumed by Fremont and bis independent radi- 
cals, of all creeds and all nations, against Lin- 
coln, secares tho defeat of Lincoln in June or 
in Novembor—at Baltimore or bofore the grand 
jury of the people. 


‘Toe Wort ov “Tae NeweSmox ov Rios

Let us examine this vary dreadful gompari- 
soa between Richmond antl Sebastopol Se- 
bastopol was o strongly fortified and well 
provisioned post at one oxtremity of a groat 
nation. When the Allies sat down to tho slogo 
ofthat city they bad hardly soratched tho skin 
of the empire of which it wasa part. “Evory- 
‘where else tho ompire was intact, and its almost 
Hl/mitable resources and means of supply were 
undisturbed. No other serious attompt against 
Tussin was mado except thoro, and it could 
folfer tho wholo-rosistance of a powerful and 
warlike nation at that point. Moreover, the 
Allles, from first to last, had no soldier of dis- 
tinguished ability in command of their armics. 
If Wo, in tho commencement of the war, bad 
started an expedition againgt the clty of Mobile, 
and mado no other movement agalnst’ the 
Southern confederacy, thot operation, would 
have been a parallel to tho aloge of Sebastopol, 
Richmond, on the othor band, is the capital— 
tho chief city—nimost the only olty—of-a so- 
called confederacy, oxbausted by three years 
of terrible war. It is partially fortified; it ta 
not provisioned, and it cannot bo; for its com- 
munieations with poiots, south of it have 
alroady boon out, and this cutting can bo re~ 
peated at pleasure. And even the country 
from which it must bo supplied fs boing con- 
quered by us, and Its linea of supply are fall} 
into our bands at tho ofherend. At the propor

It asserts that 
Leo lins not yot met with a defeat, and that “it 
ls o5 much as our army can do to drive the 
robols out of hastily thrown up rifle pits,” 
‘Tho Nows from Europe—Great Sensa’ 
a Excitement in England. 

By the arrival of tho Virginia, Etna ond 
China, from Liverpool, wo havo one week 
lator news from Europe. The steamors Europa, 
City of Washington, Scotia and Bavaria had 
arrived at various English ports, and the intolli- 
gence thoy brought of General Grant's forward 
movoments had eronted tho groateat sensation 
and exoltemont. Iadecd, the English people 
and papors appear to be in a greater furor 
about our victories than we are, Experience 
has taught us to view matters moro philogophi- 
cally, and to bear tciumphs and defeats with 
more calmness, relying upon the ultimate suc- 
cess of our ‘arms, and displaying a sorene and 
perfect confidence in Grant. But with Bng- 
land the case is differnt. Her aympathies are 
with tho rebols, and every blow wo deal them 
cuts her to the quick. Consequently tho lato 
pews has disturbed London, just as it bnd dis- 
turbed Richmond, and the retreat of Leo shakes 
tho British isles liko an earthquake. 

Whon tho frst steamer arrived from New 
York (tho Europa) tho sensation is described 
aa “profound.” Cotton at once “became 
weaker.” The, London Zimes, which is in 
facta rebol organ, thought it “hard to discern 
tbo inclination of tho balance, so evenly do the 
scales of battle appoar to bo weighed.” This 
is a ronodabout way of declaring that-the 
Times could not any which side would win. 
The Post, Lord Palmerston’s orgun, saw “no 
appreciable advantage on either side,”” but 
recovered Its equanimity the next day, and an- 
nounced that wo bad “sustained a crushing 
defeat.” Tho London Star was afraid that 
Grant bad paid too dearly for his 
vietory; which was very kind of the 
Star, since no regrets wore oxpressed 
that Leo had patd too doarly for his defeat, The 
Morning Herald, which is in the pay of the re- 
bels, pronounced Grant’s advance “a failuro,”” 
and will continue to pronounce it so after Grant 
bas taken Richmond. The Globe stated that 
“Leo was fully successful in barring the road 
of General Grant to Richmond ;”” but tho Lon- 
don Globe Ia like the New York World—a great 
deal bebind the age,-aud very apt to be mista- 
ken about our war. Asa commentary upon 
all these newspaper opinions, it may be mon- 
tioned that the pirate Georgia was immediately 
advertised for private aalo, her crow dismissed 
and her stores sold at auction. 

Well, while matters were in this position, 
slong came the City of Washington with more 
news from Grant. This “increased the excito- 
mont and sensation.” Tho newspapers did not 
strive co bard to argue down these successes, 
On the contrary, wo are told that “the news 
jas most generally regarded as very disastrous 
to the rebol cause.’ The rebel loan at once 
declined, and was quoted at dive or six por cent 
lower. Five or six por cont isnot much of a 
decline bero, where stocks fluctuate ten per 
cent in a single day; but In sober, steady, dog- 
trot England, such a fall means miscbiof. John 
Bull began: to feel Grant's aword slashing 
away at bis tenderest point—not at 
bis heart-atrings, but at his purse-strings—and 
we very decidedly fear that be lost some money 
by this decline. Then came the most signili- 
cant result of all: the British government 
purcbased tbe Laird rama. Afraid to lot them 
go, unwilling to ask Parliament for a more 
stringent law to confiscate them, and tired of 
holding thom in suspense, like Mabomet's 
coffin, the government escaped from tbo dilem- 
ma by buying up these troublesome vessele-of- 
war. Grant's campaign in Virginla brought 
Earl Russell to this sage conclusion, just as 
his capture of Vicksburg caused the: stoppage 
of these very rams a year ago. Had the nows 
beon tho other way—had Lee defeated Graut— 
undoubtedly the rams would gave been re- 
leased to prey upon our commerce... This pur- 
obase is, therefore, equivalent to a grand 
Union vigtory abroad. 

In tho midst of the “increased excitement” 
to which we haye referrod, the Scotia sailed 
into Liverpool with more news from Grant. 
This seems to bave capped the climax. On the 
morning after the arrival) of the Scotia the 
London Times bad an article endeavoring to 
show that tho rebellion would not be subdued 
even if Grant did capture Richmond, and that 
its downfall will cost o great loss of life, This 
is a practical confession that Richmond will 
probably be token. It is refreshing to rend 
such mournful passages about tho value of 
human fife in the columns of the representa- 
tive nowspapor of a conntry noted for hor 
piracies during hundreds of years past, and 
celebrated alike for ber conquests, her opium 
war, ber massacre of the Sepoya and her 
starvation system of labor, The nation whose 
history is written in blood may well lecturo us 
upon the horrors of war. The nation that 
punisbed her rebels by blowing thom from 
cannons’ mouths may well sigh at: our inbu- 
manity and shut her cyca to Southcrn barbari- 
tlos. The nation whose operatives have been 
aubsisted by our bounty may woll groan over 
tbe cost of reunion. As for the taking of 
Richmond, that may or may not end tho rebol- 
lion, We aro going fo try it and seo what 
effect it will have. We do not bellavo It will 
burt our cause vory severely, oven if it docs 
not erush tho confederacy. After Richmond 
tas fallen we can go on taking places until tho 
robel cause is lost. This attempt of the Times 
to prepare tho way for the news of the capture 
of the rebol capital Is very sbrowd and yery 
amusing. It shows that weakness, distrust, 
despondency and’ despair now possess the se- 
cession sympathizers abroad, ond that they 
sorrowfully expect the worst and do not kaow 
exactly how to meot it. On tho whole, we are
